The following Act of Incorporation which was authorized at the 
last annual meeting, was secured by W. P. McLaughlin, A. E. P. 
Albert and J. F. Marshall, committee; accepted by the Society, 
and published for general information.

BE IT KNOWN. That on this fifth day of November, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and ninety-two, 

Before me, WILLIAM OCTAVE HART, a Notary Public, duly commis- 
sioned and sworn, in and for this Parish and State, personally came and 
appeared: L. G. Adkinson, J. F. Marshall, Emperor Williams, A. E. P. Albert, 
James W. Hudson, Charles C. Morse, George S. Easton, 

Who declared, that, availing themselves of the general laws of the State 
of Louisiana, in regard to the organization of Corporations, they do agree and 
form themselves into a Body Politic in law, under the following terms and stip- 
ulations, to wit; 

ARTICLE I. 

This corporation shall be known, styled and designated as "The Pukaciieu's 
Aid Society of the Louisiana Annual"" Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and its domicile shall be in the City of New Orleans, State of Louisiana. 

ARTICLE IL 

The purpose and object of this Coporation shall be, to raise and maintain a 
fund for the relief of the preachers of the Louisiana Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. * 

ARTICLE III. 

AH Corporate powers of this Corporation shall be vested in a Board of Man- 
agers, or not less than three, nor more than nine persons, each of whom shall be 
of the full age of majority, and all of whom shall be either ministers or mem- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The said Board of Managers, in such 
numbers as shall then be determined upon, shall be elected annually, by the mem- 
bers of this Society, during the session of the Anuual Conference. 

And in case of failure to elect at the proper time, a subsequent Annual 
Conference may elect. 
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The Board of Managers shall hold their office until their successors are 
elected. The Board of Managers shall choose the President and such other officera 
as may be necessary or convenient for the transaction of the business or tuc 
Corporation. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The President shall be the officer upon whom all citations may be served, 
and in case of his absence any member of the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

This Corporation shall continue in existence during ninety-nine years from 
the date hereof. 

ARTICLE Vt 

This Corporation shall have power and authority to contract, sue and be 
sued, to make and use a corporate seal, to hold, receive, purchase and convey 
as well as mortgage and hypothecate property, real, personal and mixed, tout 
not exceeding in value, Three Hundred Thousand Dollars, to name and appoint 
such Managers, Directors and Officers as its interest and convenience may re- 
quire, and to make and execute such By-Laws for the purpose and management 
of its affairs as may be deemed necessary. 

Thus done and passed at my office in the City of New Orleans, in the 
presence of Albert J. Piper and Lewis P. Henderson, competent witnesses, who 
herete sign with said parties and me, the Notary.

The Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society. 



The past year has been the most remarkable in the history of this 
Society. The Society has under its direction forty-live institutions of 
learning, thirteen of which are of Collegiate grade in which are vari- 
ous departments. Gammon Theological Seminary at Atlanta, Ga ., 
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i g thoroughly equipped. There were in attendance in all the schools 
last year 9,005 students. Of this number 100 were in the regular 
College Glasses, 1104 in the College Preparatory, 523 were prepar- 
ing especially as teachers, 277 were preparing for the ministry and 
273 were in the Medical Colleges. During the year there were 295 
conversions in the schools; 2,903 were in music classes. 
The great advance has been made in the development Manual 
Training and Trade Schools. In these were 1,829 students. Hun- 
dreds have gone forth not only equipped with a fair education but 
with sufficient knowledge of a trade to earn from $1.50 to $4.00 
per day. The South is the industrial home of the Negro. In our 
schools of domestic economy young ladies are prepared for the ac- 
tive duties of life. Our teaching force last year numbered 548; of 
these 395 were among the colored people and 153 among the white. 
The work of the Society is among both colored and white people. 
As expressed by the law of the General Conference : 

u The work of the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society 
shall be the establishment and maintenance of institutions of Christian 
learning in the Southern States among both colored and white people" 

Whatever separation there is as to race is based upon the mu- 
tual preference of the people themselves, but the schools are prac- 
tically separate among white and colored people. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church has in the sixteen Southern 
States 269, 372 white members, and 234, 030 colored members. In 
the same territory are 1,072, 940 whites and 3,042,435 colored peo- 
ple who cannot write. Outside of three or four of the border 
states the only hope of our people in the South, most of whom are 
poor, for a Christian Education and leadership is in the schools of 
this Society. 

The Christian Educator is the organ of this great Society. It 
is published quarterly and is a most excellent magazine. The 
editors are Dr. J. C. Hartzell and Dr. J. W. Hamilton. We re- 
quest the editors to send it to each member of the Conference, j 
and we will forward the subscription price — $1.00 for four years — j 
as soon as possible. 

To this Society belongs the great responsibility of maintaining j 
in part or in whole our New Orleans University, Gilbert Academy, j 
Baldwin Academy and Alexandria Academy. 

Resolved, That we direct our Presiding Elders to apportion to j 
our appointments $2500.00 and that we pledge to raise our appor- 
tionments for this great work. 

Resolved, That we extend to our own Dr. J. O. Hartzell and his 
associate Dr. J. W. Hamilton our cordial support and prayers, in 
their work, and hope that great success may continue to attend 
them and the great work they represent.

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the academy, and some job work. Several of our young men are 
being taught the art of printing. 

The musical department under the efficient management of Mrs 
K. jST. Hubbard is doing «a grand work both in instrumental and 
vocal music. There are earnest students in this department who 
are striving to be abreast with the time. 

The agricultural department is confined for the present to the 
gardens, which are very productive. However, there is a large 
class pursuing the rudiments of agricultural science. 

The Carpentry Department under the able direction of Mr. D. 
Frank Dakin is engaged at present in the erection of the new 
church at Wins ted, La. 

The dormitories have had additional work done on them. The 
recitation rooms have been ceiled m part, so that the general in- 
terest of the institution is looked after with the greatest care. 

This institution, as our other similar schools, is very particular 
as to the moral culture of our young people. 

With the fostering care of the New Orleans University audits 
popular president, the Rev. Dr. L. (1. Adkinson, and backed by the 
Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society led by the in- 
defatigable secretary, Dr. J. 0. Hartzell, we bespeak for Gilbert* 
Academy and Agricultural College a glorious future.

The proceeds go toward the endowment 
fund of this institution. The book contains portraits of Mr. Gilbert 
I who gave $50,000 to the school, and of Rev. Emperor Williams, Dr. 
Bowen, Dr. Mason and Rev J E. B. Richards. Its circulation 
among our people will do great good besides aiding the school.

The Committee also submit the following from the report of Rev. 
Win. Porter, A. B., Principal of the Alexandria Academy : 

Alexandria, La., January 26, 1893. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference of the M. U. 
Chnrchy at iShreveport Assembled. 

Dear Fathers and Bretiiern : 

In submitting to you the report of 1893, in my work at Alexandria 
Academy since the beginning of this session, there are many things 
to be considered, which have been brought to bear in connection 
with the i>rogress of that work. - There are times and seasons of 
depression which almost all enterprises must experience. And in 
some measure this has been the fate of Alexandria Academy this 
year. During the past three years the institution has had most 
nattering success. But on account of certain changes and 
cumstahces i we hardly think this year it will measure up to the 
standard of former years. 

We are proud however, and thankful to God that we have been 
able to do as well as we have. Our attendance is not as large as 
last year, but I think we have had as much as we could do with 
the teaching force that we have had. At the beginning of this 
session I visited some of the immediate points in the vicinity of 
Alexandria in the interest of the Academy ; and my i)reseuce.,at 
those points, and such ■ ^formation and inducement as I could give 
along educational lines was gladly received. But on account of 
the terrible high water disaster which flooded all of their fields, it 
was impossible for many to avail themselves of any of these ad- 
vantages. So that in many cases those win) attended school last 
year we>re not able to return this year. 

• In regard to the fiiture prospects <>f Alexandria Academy 
are most flattering. Alexandria is situated very hearty midway 
between New Orleans rind Shreveport' t. or better still it is nearly 
in the. central part of the State: so that if our beloved secretary 
would only give us a ' little foot hold, it would be 'ah investment 
that would yield \ a most profitable educational income; ; 

Alexandria Academy has done much good since it has 
been founded, but in order that, the good work may be ^continued, 
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and that the institution may prosper in the future, it must be 
placed on a stronger basis. Just now the members of Alexandria 
charge are planning to build a new church, and if the school had 
a piece of land upon which they could move the old churchy it 
would, together with the adjoining rooms, answer very well for 
the purposes of the school for the present. Our great church has 
instituted a piece of work at Alexandria that she can not afford to 
sacrifice. The experiment to a great extent has proven a success. 
And the school could easily be made self-supporting, if we only 
had the proper facilities. We have had the co-operation of the 
pastor at Alexandria, and also of other brethren in the vicinity 
who have sent several students to the Academy. 

We desire in conclusion to invite the attention of the brethren, 
particularly of Alexandria and Shreveport Districts, to the advan- 
tages offered by that institution. The school is preparatory to our 
University m New Orleans which is well known, and should our 
brethren, especially upon these two districts, show to their various 
congregations the advantages of this institution, we are certain 
that it would become more popular, and more good would be done 
among the people. We ask an interest in the prayers of the Con- 
ference, ■ .•

After thiH e * as per 
mitted to hire his own time, and continued to do so until he was, 
emancipated by the proclamation of President Lineo In. 

While in Alabama, when quite a lad, it was his practice a y 
a spelling bookin his pocket, and his young master, loby, \ ho as 
especially fond of following him up ami down the 
ploughing, would show him how to pronounce the haid words. 
Having ac quired these few rudiments of an education under such 
Evantages, he never lost an opportunity to study and continued 
to improve, paying sometimes $3 per month for a few lessons 

It was at this early period of his life that he was converted, and 
soon thereafter felt that he was called to the ministry. Previous 
to 1865, Bro. Murrell's ministerial labors were performed m the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South. 
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On Dec. 25, 1865, the Methodist Episcopal Church organized the 
Mississippi Mission Conference with twelve ministers, all of whom 
were self-made, having acquired whatever knowledge of letters 
they possessed under the most adverse circumstances, and from 
the seed of Christian religion, sown by these faithful twelve, has 
grown the eight conferences now in these three States, viz., Mississip- 
pi, Louisiana and Texas. It was at this conference thatBro. Mur- 
rell received his appointment, directing him to Thibodaux* Here 
he built a church, and in a little while had a large membership 
connected with it. He was reappointed several times to this 
charge, and during this period had a church erected at Houma, 
another at Wo odl awn. and also one at Napoleon ville. He subse- 
quently had a church erected at Pineville and had charge of sev- 
eral other appointments. 

Bro. Murrell continued in the active service of the church until 
1884, when he was superannuated; he continued to preach, how- 
ever, until a few weeks previous to his demise. 

He was married to Comfort Caroline Cokee, on the day 

of March, 1851, by Rev. J. C. Keener. 

While in the parish of Lafourche he was elected by the Repub- 
lican party to the constitutional convention of 1808, and subse- 
quently to several terms of the State Legislature. 

While in the State Legislature his bold and determined style of 
speech gave him the cognomen: "The wild man from Lafourche.'' 
He obtained for two benevolent organizations, both of which are 
still in existence, State appropriations. Other benevolent causes 
secured some aid from the Stale through his efforts. Later he was 
appointed supervisor of registration for that parish. Completing 
the duties of that office he retired from political life. 

William Murrell posssessed some traits of character peculiar to 
himself. He loved the office of a minister and was especially fond 
of the pulpit, but to solicit and accept payment from his congrega- 
tion was to him an odious task, and indeed, during his long stay at 
Thibodaux ville, where his word was law, he never received one dob 
Lit as compensation for his services, and nothing but his hard cir- 
cumstances afterwards could have forced him to accept pecuniary 
aid from the people he served. Nona ever entertained a more 
exalted opinion of the position of a Christian minister than did he. 

After he had been superannuated and quite reduced in circum- 
stances and stricken with age, he was offered a position which, in 
his estimation, was menial in its character ; he stated that he 
could not accept it, and gave his reasons: "Because I am an Elder 
in the Methodist Church." And yet it is equally true that he rec- 
recognized the importance and did carry into practice, the Savior's 
mandate: "Bleased are the humble for they shall be exalted." 
Radical in his political views, true in the cause he engaged for, a 
faithful and sympathetic leader, at a time and under circumstances 
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when it was often worth a man's life to be so, the people were 
naturally devoted to him. 

His Christian conduct, during a period covering half a cen iury 
may well serve others a good example, and though he was in the 
Methodist Church all this time and a strong defender of the doc- 
trines of the church, still he possessed enough magnanimity to tol- 
erate other Christian churches. 

There is one special characteristic of him that was pre-eminent. 
William Murrell was a man in the highest sense of the word; a 
prince or king could not have taken greater liberty in the expres- 
sion of his sentiments than did he. When once persuaded that 
he was right, he went forth to battle for the cause he had espoused 
with the courage of a lion, never hesitating or looking to see on | 
which side was public sentiment, neither did he stop to see how 
his personal interest was affected; maintained his position with an 
iron will, whether the opposition came from the powerless or the 
powerful, the humblest or the most exalted, all to him were one; 
and if at any time he seemed to have assumed an attitude inconsis- 
tent to the Christian religion, he is to be excused for his over 
I zealousness for the cause he defended. He died Sabbath evening, 
; Feb. 7, 1892, at his home in Carrollton and loving hands carried him 
| to his burial.

j So long known and honored by our people throughout this State 
has quit the walks of men and gone to his reward. He 
was translated to his home in heaven Thursday morning April j 
14, 1862, at 10 o'clock, from his late residence in New Orleans. 
Walking with God for two generations, like Enoeh, he is not, 
for God took him. 

After several weeks of failing health, he finally succumbed to 
the inroads of the last enemy, and dropped the earthly house of 
his tabernacle, and has gone to his house not made with hands, 
eternally in the heavens. It was a privilege to witness how tri- 
umphantly such a saint could look, as it were, into the eyes of 
death, and preach his own funeral, and cry out victory over death, 
hell, and the grave. His funeral took place the next day, Good- 
Friday at 2:30 p. m., from Pleasant Plains Church, where the pre- 
liminary services were held, and from Wesley Chapel, where an 
elaborate funeral program, worthy of his previous life and services, 
was carried out. At Pleasant Plains the services were conducted 
under the direction of the pastor, Eev. Simon Evans. 

At Wesley Chapel Vthe pastor, Eev. T. J. Johnson, took charge 
of the services, assisted by the ex-pastor, Rev. F. T. Chum.

Appropriate and touching addresses were delivered by Revs. Emper- 
or Williams, the last of the original twelve colored brethern that 
organized the Mississippi Mission Conference, Wm.

77 "How My Soul Shall Praise the Lord, 77 etc All our city 
I pastors were present, and representatives from every denomination 
j among us united in the services. 

| The funeral was one of the largest that has ever occured in New 
| Orleans. The church and streets were crowded with the surging 
I multitude that came to pay their last tribute of respect to the 
memory of our venerable lather. P>ishop Newman, who assisted 
Bishop Thompson in the organization of this work, having request- 
ed nearly two years before that he be notified of Father Ross 7 
death, and if he could possibly come, wherever he happened to be, 
lie would do so, sent the following telegram, which was read by 
Dr. Albert: ' ' ' 

"OmAjHA, Feb., April 15, 1892. 

Dr. A. E. P. Alb e rt, New Orleans, La.: 

General Conference work detains me. My old friend and 
brother 1ms gone to heaven. Place a flower on his coffin for 

John P. Newman." 

According to his request Dr. Albert placed a Mower on the coffin 
in the name of Bishop Newman. 

The following sketch read by Rev. T. J. Johnson was furnished 
him by Father Ross. "I was born in Rich Neck, Md., December 
25, 1805. My father was named Ben Ross and my mother, Rebec- 
ca, There were sixteen children of us. I was the second. I was 
stolen from them and brought to New Orleans in 1831 by a Negro 
trader by the name of Woodfork. Oh, what will God do to that 
man in the judgment? My mother was down with the rheuma- 
tism for ten years and it was twelve years before she heard from 
me, but when she heard that I was alive she got up and walked. 
I joined the church in 1831. I was pastor of Wesley Chapel, St. 
Matthew and Pleasant Plains and Thompson Chapel, and was Pre- 
siding Elder. I suppose that over 10,000 people were converted 
under my ministry.' His last words to his wife were: 'We have 
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been together for a long time; over forty years. I find no fault in 
yon. There will be a change soon, but God will be with yon 
and all is well.' " 

Father Ross was one of the twelve colored brethren organized 
into the Mississippi Mission Conference, December 24, 1865, by 
Bishop Thomson in Wesley Chapel, New Orleans. In that Con- 
ference he was ordained a deacon with the eleven, and an elder 
with Fathers Scott Chinn and Henry Green, who preceded him to 
heaven. These old fathers had been local preachers in the M. E. 
Church South for many years before the war. With the except- 
ion of two years, when he did not take work on account of poor 
health, Father Ross served the Conference from 1805 to 1884, 
when he was superannuated. He was a matchless giant of great 
power and strict integrity. A man who was born to be a spirit- 
ual leader among men. He only needed the literary training which 
slavery denied him, to ha ve won a place among the greatest men 
of his age. May we, his spiritual children, prove ourselves worthy 
of such spiritual ancestry.

A superannuated preacher of the Louisiana Conference, died at j 
at Camp Parapet, Feb. 17, 1892, at the age of 82 years.

Parapet and Kenner one year; was ordained an elder in 1871 by I 
Bishop Janes and appointed to Indian Village and Bayou La 
Comb, where he served two years. He served Plaquemine the 
year 1874, and Ma ndeville agai n in 1875-78; Shady Grove and Pearl 
, River, 1879-80. In 1881 he was granted a superannuated relation 
which he honorably sustained until called to his reward in Heaven. 
| J He was buried at Mandeville where he died, followed by many | 
I friends and relatives. Who'll be the next we know not. But we
